Give Your Blood Monday 


—and Go Over Top 


“Shall The Upland News 
carry the news to the boys in 
service that the local home- 
front is backing them up by 
going over the top in blood do- 
nations ?” 

That is the question asked 
today by Ernest H. Gibson, 
chairman of the Red Cross blood 
donor committee, and many 
other Uplanders who plan _ to 
give a pint of their blood next 
Monday. 

The Upland News goes to 
more than 200 servicemen in 
foreign countries and through- 
out the United States, and what 
will they think if it carries the 
news that the folks at home 
were so disinterested in the 
need of their boys on the fight- 
ing front they failed to meet a 
325 blood donor quota in a town 
of more than 7,000 population. 

At present there are still not 
enough donors. Yet the time 
for the mobile blood bank’s ar- 
rival is, figuratively speaking, 
just around the corner. It 
comes to Upland Monday morn- 
ing and remains until noon. 

“Upland has, subscribed and 
over-subscribed many quotas. 
I cannot believe that we will 
fail’ in this, one of the most 
important quotas this or any 
community has to fill,” Mr. Gib- 
son stated. 

It was also pointed out that 
certain employes would be glad 


to be donors if employers 
would grant them time neces- 
‘sary for the contributing pro- 
cess. Owners of businesses 
who are so inclined, are asked 
to cooperate by advising their 
employes that they will be 
granted necessary time for vis- 
iting the blood bank if they 
choose to do so. ‘

Blood Donors To 
Avoid Fatty Foods 





Because fatty foods go at 
once into the blood stream, 
prospective blood donors are 


warned not to eat fatty foods 
the day they will visit the 
blood bank, because such blood 
is useless for plasma, 

If possible eat a meal four 
to six hours prior to donation, 
omitting all such fatty foods 
as milk, cheese; nuts, cream, 
butter, etc. Fruit juices, black 
coffee, etc., may be taken any 
time before contribution with- 
out disqualifying the blood for 
use.

Just as the taxpayers are digging deep into the mys- 
teries of the income tax returns, comes the plea from the 
internal revenue department for the employment of 500 aud- 
itors. Of course, more persons will have to be added to the 
public payroll when the federal government takes in more 
money. 

Some time ago the dairies were denied the right to in- 
crease the cost of their milk by one cent a quart. Instead, 
a subsidy program was placed in effect. All of which meant 
that some of the tax money went to the dairies and that a 
countless number of government employes were required to 
handle the details. of administering the program. 

It has been estimated that it costs about three cents a 
quart for the dairymen to get that one-cent a quart sub- 


sidy pay.

Actually, we believe, nothing is being accomplished 
through the clock maneuvering. Here in Southern Cali- 
fornia it is dark until after 7 a.m., the start of shifts in 
many defense plants and citrus houses. Even at 8 a.m., 
when other shifts are started and business houses normally 
open, it is just barely daylight. 

What has happened? The start of some shifts in this 
agricultural community has been delayed an hour or more. 
The general buying public does not bestir itself until 9 or 
10 o’clock, and consequently the business life in the com- 
munity does not start until the sun is up high in the sky. 

Actual experience with the present clock schedule has 
proven that the objectives have not been realized. <A ‘‘turn 
back” of one hour to the normal schedule would be sincere- 
ly welcomed by the general public.
